1 . Claims 1 -9 and 22-27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-9 
are allowed for the same reasons described on the action mailed on 05/01/2008. With 
respect to claims 22-27, as argued by applicants (see Remarks pages 6-7) that Kitano 
et al and Kamiya do not disclose cleaning member directly covering the bottom face of 
the receiving recession. The prior art of record does not specifically teach or suggest 
the limitation that the cleaning unit for cleaning a slit coater as claimed (see claim 22) 
wherein the cleaning member directly covering the bottom face of the receiving 
recession such that the skilled artisan would view each of them obvious in light of Kitano 
et al'966 or Kamiya.
